In another instance, a Waxy filly, Mary Vaughan, won the plate, second heat 
m 3:46 ; and subsequently, won the Jockey Club purse, four mile heats, in 8:16 
—8:14, beating one of the best fields that ever started. 

“ The race °course is the test of the excellence of the horse, and wc most 
heartily congratulate the Kentucky breeders on their unrivalled success.” 

We cannot subscribe to the justice of our contemporary's first observation, that 
** the Kentucky race horses are excelling all others in the Union lor speed and 
stoutness.” Look at Boston's four mile heat in 7:40 on Long Island Omega s 
four mile heat at Washington in 7:40— Balic Peyton s four mile heat at Baltimore 
rn 7:42, when beaten by Duane — Decatur's four mile heat at Washington in 7:45 
—Pie ton's lour mile heat on Long Island in 744, and Lady Cliffdcn s 2d and 3d 
heats, in the same race, and over the same course, in 7:43J- and 7:56. Here are a 
few specimens of Northern “ speed and stoutness, to which we may add Mingo s 
3d four mile heat in 7:47. Grey Eagle's performance is certainly extraordinary, 
but we can match even his “ speed ” in a two mile race, with that made by our 
four mile horses, carrying the heavy Long Island weights. Boston and Charles 
Carter ran the first two miles (of their four mile race) in 3:45, and their first three 
miles in 5:36J—the 1st and 3d miles being run in 3:42L 

We make no doubt the Kentucky 3 yr. olds of this season excel both in ” speed 
itid stoutness” any that have preceded them in that race horse region for many 
years ; but it is rather too much to say that “ Kentucky race fiorses (classing the 
3 yr. olds with the older horses) are excelling all others in the Union for speed and 
stoutness.” It is a matter perfectly notorious, that the owner of Boston will 
match him against any horse in the Union, to run four mile heats, and besides 
meeting him half way, will stake 8100,000 to $75,000.
